This Action is responsive to Applicant's response filed May 21, 2004 wherein claims 
1-29 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 1 5, 21 and 26 are allowable because the prior art of record or that encountered 
in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest a file system controlled by array 
controller processes wherein when an access operation request specifies a divertible operation, 
diverting the divertible operation from the file system processes to the array controller processes, 
as claimed in addition to the other claim provisions. 

Claims 2-14, 16-20, 22-25 and 27-29 depend from claims 1, 15, 21 and 26 respectively, 
and are therefore allowable.
